NO PARALLEL IN HISTORY 
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Washington— Some idea of what 


the rest of the country, or at least the 
Republican senators of the west, are 
going to have to say this summer and 
autumn about the revelations in the 
Pennsylvania primary contest is dis- 
cloeed Friday by Senator Capper, of 
Kansas.

counties years ago. 


NO PARALLEL IN HISTORY 
"These 
revelations 
of wholesale 


corruption baldly admitted as if mat- 
ters of course by calloused campaign 
managers have no parallel in Amer- 
ican history. They are the result of 
practical politics from the Pennsyl- 
vania viewpoint: •the slush funds reg- 
ularly contributed by Pennsylvania's 
favored interests and administered by 
her political machines in buying elec- 
tions or offices. Pennsylvania has no 
corrupt practices act limiting cam- 
paign expenses, professional polti- 
cians invariably defeating such meas- 
ures when offered. 


"As in Michigan's Newberry scan- 


dal, the debauchery of Pennsylvania's 
politics with money is laid by the de- 
bauchcrs and their defenders on the 
primary system. It is 'the silly sys- 
tem forced on us 20 years ago' that 
makes 
the 
outpouring of 
money 


•necessary* said 
Senator 
Reed of 


Pennsylvania. Secretary Mellon also 
says the 
expenditures 
were made 


'necessary* by tho primary and were 
not excessive 
'under 
tho 
circum- 


stances.' 


"If a. return to the caucus and con- 


vention, 'easily controlled by a boss 
and his local sub-bosses, is effected, 
the costs of corrupting elsptions will 
be reduced, though not the corrup- 
tion, which will bo made easier. The 
boss will be on the salary roll of the 
corrupting agencies and

•will exact la.rge. sums, yet it is not 
like. 
corruption 
that 'necessitates' 


hiring 50,000 'watchers* in a single 
populous county. 


BUSINESS BUYS ELECTION 


"Who buys the elections? Not the 


'politician.' He. is merely the tool. In 
Pennsylvania's primary, the Manu- 
facturers' 
association. 
contributed 


over $300,000 according to its presi- 
dent's testimony. Probably the moral 
individual manufacturers did no hir- 
ing or purchasing. They only sup- 
plied the money. The less they were 
told of how the money was actually 
Bpent the more they would \- suited. 
It was the 'politician' who spent the 
money and tho respectable interests 
that expect to be. and are, 
served, 
that put It up. Who then corrupts 
elections? 


"In fact It is not as easy to cor- 


rupt elections under the primary. It. 
takes more money. After all, it is 
not easy to buy outright a popular 
vote. 


"The real question is why special 


interests in business buy 
elections. 


When, the convention ruled the ex- 
cuse was that unless the political 
bosses were 'subsidijwd' they would 
attack business. It was a species of 
alleged blackmail. But tho wonld-be- 
politfcal-boRses are 
helpless in

"MONEY POWER" IN SENATE 
Just what is there about a United 


States senatorship that induces an indi- 
vidual to part with a hundred or two 
hundred thousand dollars 
of his own 


money, or that induces men of wealth to 
donate from half a million to a million 
dollars to get him elected? Just what is 
there in polities which impels men to 
spend more than $2,000.000 in a single 
election for the control of state politics? 
This is what happened in the Pennsyl- 
vania primary, it is what is alleged to 
have happened to a comparable degree in 
Illinois, and undoubtedly what is going 
to happen in other states. 


What-is there in this political game 


that makes men ' s'quander fortunes and 
Btoop to practices that would not he coun- 
tenanced in ordinary business and social 
life? It is not money alone that is relied 
tipon to acquire and perpetuate political 
po-wer. The methods naed by the machine 
which is governing the state of Wisconsin 
are every bit as questionable as those em- 
ployed by the Republican machine in 
Pennsylvania. 
The abuse of the ap- 


pointive power, the employment of men 
on the state payroll for political purposes 
aud other practices are quite as repre- 
hensible to the unprejudiced observer as 
the use nf money for publicity and propa- 
ganda. However, there is no political or- 
ganization, when it comes to money, that 
will not take and use all it can get its 
hands on. 
Those parties and factions 


tvliieh will violently condemn the Penn- 
sylvania scandal, would take whatever 
inonuy came their way and use it in an 
elertion without compunction. 
The so- 


called Progressive machine in Wisconsin 
would jump at the coin, and yet it will tell 
the country how the plutocrats of the East 
own tile government of the United States. 


It is not our purpose to excuse the ex- 


cessive use of money in the Pennsylvania 
primary or elsewhere. 
It is vicious in 


principle, and it is destructive in effect 
of representative government. 
Nor do 


ifre think the blame is with the primary 
tystem particularly. Men who are out to 
buy public office would just as quickly un- 
dertake to purchase a convention as they 
,Tould to purchase a primary. In fact, 
where they have to pay watchers by the 
tens of thousands, presumably it would be 
easier to "handle"' a convention. 


The question at bottom is whether we 


•Want an oligarchy of wealth to rule 
.Uunerica. or whether we wish to have 
popular government, faithfully represent- 
ed by men of brains and integrity. Gov- 
ernment controlled and administered by 
deniagognes is fnlly as subversive and 
pernicious as one administered by wealth. 
In fact, as between the demagogue and 
the dollar sign, we would unhesitatingly 
take the latter. But there is no good 
reason why we should suffer either to be 
in the avscendancy in the United States. 
(We can put, our foot down as ruthlessly 
•n demagogy as we profess to wish to do 
«n the money pow<r. There, is a medium 
between bolh. that represents sanity and 
security in our political life. 


MoreVhan anything else, the tariff has 


made politics "pay" to wealth. 
More 


than anything else, it has brought cor- 
porations into politics with swag. It has 
had a corrupting influence. It has made 
control of the house or senate worth many 
millions of dollars to the so-called inter- 
ests. 
Exploitation of national resources 


has been another incentive to unscrupu- 
lous promoters and men of means to nc- 
qnire influence iii government. Since the 
eighteenth amendment was adopted, mil- 
lions of dollars have been put into polities 
to control or protect the liquor traffic. 
Bow much of the two million dollars spent 


in Pennsylvania was furnished by liquor 
interests, how much by the tariff protect- 
ed interests and how much by plain cor- 
ruptionists would be hard to say. but un- 
doubtedly the pot 
came 
from these 


sources. 


In partial explanation, and possibly 


with some justification, there is another 
side to the question. 
The business, the 


commercial, the industrial world, is ad- 
mittedly at a disadvantage in political af- 
fairs. 
Any political activity in which it 


engages is immediately charged to selfish 
and 
mercenary 
motives. 
It 
is the 


''money power" in politics, no matter 
how small the business may be or how 
small the community in which it functions. 
The demagogue and the soap box orator 
has the best of it in a political campaign. 
Certainly business and the "interests"' 
have to some degree, possibly to a verT 
large degree, been forced to defend them- 
selves in politics by using money, where 
it is not possible for them to secure a fail- 
hearing before the people. There are two 
bides to everything. 


Something, of course, must be done to 


minimize the use and power of money in 
politics. 
We cannot suffer our govern- 


ment to be bought up, as it unquestion- 
ably would be if the Pennsylvania episode 
is not rebuked—if the brakes are not 
firmly applied. 
There must be a stop 


somewhere.^and it must be soon, or the 
reckless use of money in elections will ter- 
minate in rainous consequences. The reac- 
tion against it would defeat its very pur- 
poses, and it would swing the pendulum of 
radicalism farther than it has ever been 
swung .in any state or section of the coun- 
try. 
But when the people insist on this 


reform, they should also measure and ap- 
pra^se the demagogue at his true worth. 
They should not only turn a deaf ear to 
his class appeal, but they should interest 
themselves in securing for public office 
men without prejudices who will be fair 
to all classes. 


MILITARY TRAINING 


Now that the Federal Council of 


Churches has taken up an active fight 
against compulsory training in colleges 
and high schools we may expect to witness 
a concerted publicity drive gainst this val- 
uable adjunct of the education of youth. 


Military training is not for war pur- 


poses, it does not breed a desire for war. 
but it does assist in building finer bodies, 
quicker minds, a good carriage, self-reli- 
ance and a true sense of discipline. 
All 


of these, it must be admitted, are much to 
be desired. Opposed to these good points 
is the contention that military training in- 
culcates a "militaristic spirit" in the 
youth of today, which, of course, is an 
utterly silly idea. We have never been a 
military nation and cannot be made one. 
We are a nation so committed to peace we 
have never adequately provided for de- 
fense. 
We have an abhorrence of war, 


though we fight whrn we have to. It'is 
poppy-cock to talk of converting -a nation 
of our institutions, traditions, ideals and 
love of peace to ways of war by innocent 
military training of our youths in schools 
and colleges. 


Military training builds selt'-reliant 


character and certainly this country and 
the world needs a good stiff injection of 
that. 
The Federal Council of Churches 


might better occupy their time with some 
more worthy movement.

SPEEDING VP HAY FEVER IMMUNITY 


No physician who has had a scientific training 


would think or speak of weather conditions or oth- 
er factors lowering one's resistance to hay fever. 
Tet there is quite as much empirical evidence to 
support the idea that such indirect factors lower 
resistance against hay fever as there is to support 
he idea that weather conditions lower one's re- 
sistance to pneumonia or 
diphtheria or measles 


or other respiratory infection. 


I do not mean to deny that there are other fac- 


ors than pollen inhalation concerned in the caus- 
ation of so called hay fever, for the 
most recent 


studies suggest that other factors are concerned. 
The intent is rather to emphasize the important 
fundamental difference between immunity and re- 
sistance. These terms are commonly confused, and 


believe it is vitally essential to discriminate be- 


ween them if one would make the utmost prog- 
ress in personal hygiene. 


Briefly, immunity is a specific reaction in every 


nstance. that is. it comes about only as a conse- 
quence of the action upon the organism or body 
of the germ or its product*, or the pollen or the 
substance, whatever it may be. to which the or- 
ganism or body is invulnerable. So far as science 
las shown, this immunity, once acquired or de- 
•eloped. is never impaired, 
diminished or 
lost 


hrough any unfavorable environmental influence 
although science can clearly show that certain en- 
vironmental influences not commonly considered 
unfavorable do impede or prevent the development 
if immunity. 


Now the purport of such a distinction of immu- 


nity from resistance is good news, 1 believe. Were 
t not I should not point out the 
difference in 


meaning in these terms. It is a comfort to feel that1 
one's immunJty is not .at the mercy of every ig- 
noramus or faddjst who believes or does not believe 
n "fresh air." for example. It is a comfort to know 
hat even if the cellar is damp the worst effect it 
:an have is to give inconvenience. 


'Since we learned that hay fever Is due to pollens 
he prevention and cure of the disease has devel- 
oped along the line of immunization. First, the pa- 
ient is tested for sensitivity to 
the pollen, by 


means of a skin test with a purified and very min- 
ute dose of an extract of one Or another pollen,— 
here are a s>core of different plant 01; weed pollens 
i-hich may cause the disease in different • cases. 
This test is much the same as the Schick test for 
mmunity to diphtheria; if 
no local reaction 
(a 


eddened wheal like a small hive at the point of 
njection) follows, the test indicates that-the iodi- 
-idual is immune, that the diphtheria germs or the 
pollen grains, as the case may be, have no terrors 
or him. On the other hand if a reaction follows the 1 
est injection, that proves the individual is 
sus- 


ceptible. By such skin tests not only -the sensitiv- 
ty is determined, but the specific pollen to which 
he individual is sensitive may be determined. 


Formerly the process of immunization was pro- 


onged and not entirely effective. In the last year 
or two the 
immunization, treatment 
has been 


speeded up, so that daily injections may now be 
given instead of the weekly or semi-weekly injec- 
.ions formerly used. Also a glycerin ertradt of pol- 
en Is now used instead of the water extract for- 
merly employed for the preventive treatment, and 
his has proved much more satisfactory. The doses 
are more rapidly increased and the protective de- 


ree of immunity thus attained in the space of 10 


days or two weeks.

MENTALLY ALERT 


Professors of Hygiene at John 


Hopkins List Correct Foods 
to Eat 


Washington. D. C.—Many thinking 


people have wondered darin* th» l**t 
few decades why it Is that so many 
men and women begin to look old at 
40 and 50 yearn, and why their bone* 
became so brittle as to break easily, 
and why the teeth of nearly every one 
are so poor that they decay early. The 
answer of these questions could not 
be given until the subject of nutrition 
was investigated-by scientific methods 


With accumulating knowledge re- 


garding what in technical terms con- 
stitutes an adequate diet, and know. 
ledge of the exact nature of the dif- 
ferent food stuffs which enter largely 
into our diet, the answer has become 
apparent: 
We are not taking the 


right combinations of food. 


When we have described our ^daily 


diet as consisting1 largely 
of meat, 


bread, potatoes, and sugar, and other 
foods having dietary properties which 
do riot enhance the nutritive value of 
these staples, we have discovered one 
of the most significant factors in de- 
termining why the present generation 
of adults is below normal in health. 


Such are forceful statements made 


in a discussion of "Food, Nutrition, 
and Health" bv I>r. E. V. McCollum 
and Dr.^Nina Simmonds, professor and 
associate" professor of chemical hy- 


ne of the School of Hygiene and 


Public Health, of Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity, in what 
might be termed a 


non-technical health manual for peo- 
ple of middle age. 


"Few people yet realize how much 


may be gained through the proper 
use of foods," says Dr. McCollum. 
"Public health work has accomplish- 
ed much through quarantine, vaccina- 
tion, mosquito 
controls, hookworm 


control, purification of water and milk 
supplies, etc. It has also greatly de- 
creased the infant death rate by clean 
milk and proper feeding. 


"tTp to the present time, however, 


almost nothing has bsen accomplished 
in safe guarding' the people in the 
years which should be their best. We 
refer to the Injury to the blood ves- 
sels, kidneys, liver, and pancreas in 
particular, 
but suspect that 
since 


cancer is so frequent among those 
showing signs of senile changes this 
may also be included among 
the 


things that may to some extant be 
avoided by the proper diet. We be- 
lieve that, 
this Ig where 
scientific 


nutrition will ccore a success. 


"In no other department of preven- 


tive medicine is there so great an 
opportunity to improve the health and 
happiness of so many people as in the 
institution of thore dietary reforms 
whcih would correct the widespread 
abuses of the digestive system, and 
replace the deficient diet now so wide- 
ly used by others which approximate' 
the (deal in their composition.' • 


THREE DIETAKV PRECEPTS 
The secret of o'jccssg in nutrition,' 


according to these Johns Hopkins ex- 
perts, lies in eating more of certain 
foods in place of certain of the things 
of which we now eat too much. The 
foods which supply what a diet of 
meat, bread, potatoes, and sugar lacks 
they call protective food*. 


These protective foods are milk and 


leafy vegetables, the most common 
of the latter being lettuce, romaine.
